Village Contemplates Installing Large 
Gasoline Street Lamps. 
The village board of Harmon is ask­ 
ing for bids for lighting the streets of 
that village. The streets in the past 
have been lighted by kerosene lamps 
for a part of the territory, hut this 
method has been found very unsatis­ 
factory there as everywhere else in the 
civilized and advanced communities of 
the United States. The lamps at the 
best give but a very dim light and 
very frequently they get out of order 
so that they will not operate at all. 
It Is understood that the board of 
trustees has an idea of securing a bid 
on two large and strong candle power 
gasoline lamps to be placed at certain 
points upon the streets so that they 
will light the business part of « the 
town quite well. The village has no 
electric light plant and probably will 
not have one for a number of years 
because the population is not large 
large enough to warrant the buildlDg 
of a plant. 
The residents of the village demand 
that they shall have light for their 
streets and the board is in a quandary 
as to the best method of satisfying the 
demands. 
The question will soon be settled, 
for bids will be made and the contract 
for the lights let.

To observe, to think and to do 
are all comprehensive. 
The $uccess- 
ful business man is he who has the 
power to imagine, that is to picture 
or think out, conditions that will de­ 
velop in the future if be does certain 
things, and whose observation of con­ 
ditions affecting his business has been 
accurate, thus furnishing precise data 
upon which to base bis thinking and 
forecasting. 
But he 
would be a 
dreamer who had only 
these two 
powers developed at the expense of 
the ability and courage to do. 
It must be admitted that the kind­ 
ergarten is beginning the develop­ 
ment of fundamental essentials when 
it teaches the small child to observe 
accurately the things around him, to 
think about them, and to do some­ 
thing with them 
These powers in 
the child are made to bud by taking 
advantage of the way nature has over­ 
loaded the child with curiosity, with 
heightened imagination and restless­ 
ness essential to physical growth that 
is given expression in a desire to play. 
The child asks questions: he 
is 
taught to anBwer his own questions by 
observing things. 
The child thinks 
constantly of his toys as the real arti­ 
cles they represent; he is encouraged 
to thus use his mind. 
The child 
wants to play: his play is directed to 
the doing of things that must be done 
accuretely. 
Monday Miss Newberry 
formed a circle of her litt le charges 
and began rolling a ball in turn to 
each child. 
After a few passes two or 
three of the liv eliest boys were in the 
middle of the circle and wanted pos­ 
session of the ball out of their turn. 
Tne injustice of this was pointed out 
and the explanation was made that 
everyone had the right to his turn at 
the proper time. Thus is self control 
inculcated in the minds of the young­ 
sters in every game no matter how 
simple it looks. 
The social life is also brought into 
prominence and the relations of the 
individual to the rest of mankind are 
early fixed in the little brains. 
Tbe 
dependence of tbe come upon tbe 
commercial or trade life Is shown in 
many ways and it is endeavored to 
bring the ohild into closer relation­ 
ship with tbe outside world through 
this knowledge. 
Parents may visit tbe kindergarten 
to note tbe work done and are always 
welcome.
